Glafcow, in Scotland, in Company with The Content Brigan- 
tine, Capt. Stewart Commander: And that the Lading of The 
Speedy Return aforefaid, confifted of Brandy, Mum, Strong 
i Beer, Cheefe, Knives, Hats; Shooes, Stockins, Chefts of Fire- 
Arms, and Gunpowder, and of Wine taken in at Madera’s, 
purchafed with part of their Provifions, and of no other forts 
of Goods or Merchandize, nor had-any Money on board, to 
the belt of their Knowledge: And that the Cargo of the Con- 
tent Brigantine was much the fame, to the bet of their 
Knowledge. 
_ That from \Glafcow aforefaid, they failed to ALadera’s ; 
from Aadera’s to St. Thomas, on the Coalt of Guinea ; from 
thence to Bengola, on the faid Coatt ; from thence to the 
Cape of Good Hope ; from thence to the and of St. ALary’s, 
near Madagascar ; where feveral Exglifh and Erench-Afen 
came on board The Speedy Return, and bought Liquors. Here 
The Speedy Return, and Content Brigantine, remained till the 
beginning of A4ay 1702, and took on boatd Negroes, which 
were tranfported to Don Mafcarenhas (a Erench Ifland) and 
fold to the Governour there : They artived at Don Mafca- 
venhas about the end of Fune 1702, where they met with the 
Kook-Gally, Capt. Honeycox ; who examined Capt. Drum- 
mond, fufpecing him to bea Pirate, and after Examination 
fet him go, From Don Adafearenhas, The Speedy Return failed 
to Mdaritan, or Madagafcar, and arrived “there in Fuly 1702, 
where Capt. Drummond went afhoar ; and about 9 or 10 
Hours after his going afhoar, 5 feveral Perfons (who after- 
atds appeared to be Pirates) armed with Piftols, came on 
boatd the faid Speedy Return, witha pretence to buy fome- 
thing, and taking the advantage of the faid Capt, Drummond, 
Andrew Wilky his Surgeon, and feveral of the faid Ships 
Company being a(hoar, and others working in the Hold, the 
Maid 5 Perfons, by force of Aris, took poffeffion of the faid 
Ship, and immediately made a Signal, upon which about 40

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after that arrived at Don Mafcarenhas, where they fad 
about 8 or 10 Days, and were fupplied with Provifions, Gc. 
Not finding the Rook-Gally there, the Pirates went to A4a#- 
ritias in fearch of her ; where they fee 4 or 5 Ships in the N. 
W. Harbour ; which the Pirates judging too {trong to be at- 
tempted by them, failed away from thence to Port Dauphin, 
and thence to Augujtin Bay on Afadagafcar. A few Days 
after The Content Brigantine came into Asgu/tin Bay, having 
been ran on a Ledge of Rocks off the Welt-fide of Madagaf- 
car, was then very leaky; for which reafon the Pirates hailed 
her afhoar, and there burnt -her: All the Brigantine Men 
then coming aboard The Speedy Return. Were the Pirates 
were informed by the Negroes, That another Gang of Pirates 
had taken the Ship Profperous, and was gone with her to 
New Mathelage, after about 14 Days ftay at Anguftin Bay. 
The Speedy Return {ail’d from thence to New Mathelage, in 
fearch of the Profperous, defigning to joyn Company with 
her when The Speedy Return arrived at Mew Mathelage ; the 
Pirates were informed, that the Profperous had been there, 
and was gone from thence. So after fome ftay there, they 
proceeded thence to the Iflands of Foanna and Adayotta, (il 
in featch of the Profperozs, who they found at Afyoita, 
which ‘was about Chrifimas 1702, where they continued in 
Company together. And about the beginning of Afarch 
1703, Capt.George Wooley, in the Ship Pembroke, was taken 
by the Pirates\in the Profperozs and Speedy Return Boat, near 
Mayotta. Capt. Wooley, and his Carpenter, a Black named, 
Francifco d’ Cruz, were foreibly detained by the Pirates, who 
after plundering the Pembroke of what they had occafion for, 
difmiffed her, Immediately after the taking the Pembroke, 
the Profperous and Speedy Return failed from Mayotta to New 
Mathelage: When arrived there, there was a Difpute be- 
tween the Captains and Crews of the Profperozes and Speedy 
Return, who fhould have Captain Wodley for their Pilot ; he 
remained in the Profperous, and the Speedy Return went from 
New Mathelage to Auguftin Bay, where the faid Ship was 
Cleaned and Victualled, and titen went from thence, defign- 
ing for Afayotta to joyn the Profperows,as had been concerted 
at ew AMdathelage ; but theWinis being contrary, rhe Speedy 
Retarn could not reach Mayotta,but went to Foanna,and thence 
defign’d to goto the Red Sea, but the Winds being contrary 
could not fetch in there, fo bore avway for the High-Land of 
St. Fobn's near Surat, where they iuet the Profperous afore- 
faid. About the latter end of Auguy?, or beginning of Sep- 
tember, 17703, they had fight of 4 Ships, to whom the Pro- 
[perous and Speedy Return gave chafe, 2 of which 4 Ships ftosd 
to the Northward, and two to the Southward, the Speedy 
Return chafed the two Ships who ftood to the Southward, and 
took one of them \who was a Aforr’s Ship of about 700 Tuns, 
bound from AZocha to Sarat: When they had taken the faid 
Ship, they went with her and the Specdy Return to Rayapore, 
on the Coaft of India. After they had been there fometime, 
the Projperous came there, fhe having taken a AfLzor’s Ship, 


nents were informed. Here at Rajapore, the Captains, and 
Crews, of the Profperout and Speedy Return, went allon board 
the Afoor’s Ship aforefaid, taken by the Speedy Return, and 
then named by them the Defiance, ywhich they mounted with 
56 Guns, and manned with about 259 Men, Whites and 
Blacks: And then at Rajapore aforefaiel, the {aid Pirates did 
in one Afternoon fet fire to, and burin the Profperous and 
Speedy Return aforefaid, which was in the Month of Oétober 
1703. Soon after, thefe Deponents failed fim Rajapore, in 
the faid Ship Defiance, ranging down the Coat of Jndia and 
Adalabar, near to Cochin, on the AzZallabar Coaft, where {e- 
veral Perfons came from the Shoar on board the Defixnce, and 
brought off Provifion, Liquor, Cloths, @c. all things which 
the Pirates defired: And here Capt. Wooley afotefaid being 
fick, was on his earneft Intreaty, releafed by the Pirates and 
went afhoar. From near Cochin the Defiance failed dowitthe 
Mallabar Coaft, and in their way took the Pembroke afore~ 
faid, afecond time ; 
fome other fmall things, and then difcharged her from the 
Mallabar Coat. Thefe Deponents failed in the Defiance to 
AAauritias, where thefe Deponents made their Efcape; and 
the Raper-Gally foon after arriving there, they went on 
board her, and are now arrived here at London. 

And thofe Deponents do further declare, That at, or after 
the Time of the Pirates taking the faid Ship Speedy Return, 
neither the faid Capt. Drvmmond, nor any other Perfons be- 
longing to her,.were killed or wounded ; neither was the 
ever attacked by a Ship called the Worce ter, Capt. Green Com 
mander, or any other Ship, Sloop, or Véflel whatever,
